In all whiche loſes, 
the wiſe vſe ſo to comfozt the weake,that thei giue them not iuſte 
cauſe,cacn at the firſte,to cefuſe all coafozt , And therefoze, thef 
die twoo wates, ot cheriſhing the troubled mindes . The one is, 
when weeſhewe that in ſome caſes, and foz ſome cauſes , either 
tbe! ſhoald not lament at all,oz ett be ſoꝛte verie little: the other 
is wyen we graunte, that the! haue (uſte cauſt to bee ſadde , and 
therſaze we are ſadde allo intyeir behalf, and woulo remedy bg 
matter, 
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matter, ft it could be, and thus enteryng into ſelotv chip of ſozow, 
we ſeke by little, e little to mittigate their grief. Foz allertreme 
beautneſſe, and vehemente-ſozowes,can not abtve coumfoꝛt, but 
rather ſeke a monrner that would take part with theim. 

Therfoze,muche wareneſſe onght co be vſed,when we happen 
vpou ſucht excedyng ſozowfull, leaſt we rather purchaſe hatred, 
then all wage grief. Thoſe harmes ſhonld bes moderatly bozne, 
wbiche muſts needes happen to euery one, that haue chaunced to 
any one. As death, ſpareth none, neither kpng , oꝛ Caiſar, neithet 
pooꝛe, noʒ tiche.Cheretoʒe, to bee impaciente toʒ the lofſe of one 
frendes,is to fail ont with God, becauſe he made vs menne, and 
not Angels.

cozding to bis woted cuſtome, did his duette in the counſaill 
beuſe in debating matters of weigdte, concerning the ſtats 
of the common peoples weale.

deft ſe this date. Nate ꝙ ſhe, J will neuer thinke my ſelſe o⸗ 
ther wiſc,then moſte happy, that cuer q b2zoughdt furth theſe 
twoo Graschions. If this noble ladie, coulde wo ſelf 
8 apple, 
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bavpie, bepng mother to theſe two valiaunt ientlemen, and. 
pet both rebelles, t therefoze iuſtly lain: Howe wacbe moꝛe 
mate youre grace,thinke poure (cif moſte happie, that euer 
pou bzought furthe twoo ſuche Bzandons,not onely by nas 
turall birth, but alſo by moſte godly education, in ſuch ſo;zte 
that the lyke, u. haue not been fo2 their towardnes unſuer⸗ 
ſallie. Whoſe deatbe the generall voice of all men declarcs

Let a man bane faithe, that he mate be hable to 
tranſlate Pountaignes(as ſain Paule ſateth):yea,lct him 
bane neuer ſo good qualities, os bee be neuer ſo politikes a 
man,foz the ſaufegard of his countrie,be be neuer ſo wiſe.fo 
ware, and ſo watchful:yet if be want lone, he is nothing cls 29 50 
but as a ſoundyng bzaſſe, oz a tincklyng Cimball. Now, de 
that is churliſhe and vnthankfull, muſt? nedes wante loue, : 
and therefoze, wantcth he all other goounes. The Perſians Unthikeful- 
therefoze,ſeing tbe greatneſſe of this otfece, and that where 850 puniſhed 
it reſted,al vices fo euer were baniſhed: p2onſded by a law, AA og 
that ſoche ſhould ſuffer death as Felons, whiche wer found 
faultie with vnthankfulneſſe. And pet J can not ſe, but thei 
deſerne rather an etquiſitie kinde of death (ſoch as few bane 
ſeen, oʒ fewe haue felte)tben to ſuffer like death with other, 
that baue not like offended with theim. But nowe bicauſe 
this effence,is an euill mooſte odious, and the pzincipall oc- 
taſion of all other miſchief:J will ſette foozthe thee notable 
eramples,tbe one of a Dꝛagon, the ſeconde ofa Dogge, and 
the thirde ofa Lion (whiche all the in thankfulnefe,if that 
be true, wbiche is repozted of theim, wonderfully erceaded) 
and the rather J ſeke to ſet them out, that the wicked herby 
mate well knowe, what they theim ſelucs are, when bzute 
beaſtes ſhall ſet them all to ſchoole. 
There was a man(as Plinte wziteth)whiche foſtered vp Tiakfulnes 
a poung Dꝛagon, who ſeyng the ſame beaſte to ware won- ola D:agon, 
derfull greate,feared to kepe his D2agon any longer, with- 
in bis hous, and therfoze he put him out, into a milde foꝛeſt. 
It happened after warde, that theſame man trauatiyng on 
bis iournep, though the Fozeſte, was beſet with Thieues. 
And now beyng in this diſtreſle, and lokyng foz none other 
ende but death, made (as loths to departe) a greate ſhoute, 
and outcrie:(traight vpon whoſe noiſe, and at the knowlege 
of his voice, the D2agon came to hm in al the baſt poſſible. 
Wohereupon tbe Thiues being greatly afrated, ran cleane 
a wale, to ſaue thetm (clues harmeleſſe. Thus, 3 —

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thankfulneſſe of a Oꝛagon, this manneslife was ſaued. 
Chant The Dogge of the Komain Fulutus,is moze wöderfull.

His Dogge ſeyng his maſter 
dende, late by bim foz the ſpace of twoo dates. Wl hereupon, 
when the man was miſyng,and ſearche made ſoz bym: thei 
found him dedde, with dis Dogge lipng by bim. Some mars 
ueiling to ſe the Dogge lie there,by bis dedde maiſter, u toue 
bim, t would daue d:tuen him fr the dedde cozſe, and could 
not:ſome ſe ing ſocbe kindnes in the dogge, and pittyng him 
that he ſhould [pe there withoute meate, two oz thzee dates 
befo:ze:caſt bym a pcte of fleſhe, wherupon the dogge ftraite 
caricth the meate to bis maſters mouth,and would not cate 
any whit bymſelf,though bc had fozbozne meate ſo long be⸗ 
foze. And laſt of al, when the ded body ſhould be caſt into the 
riacr(accozdpng to the maner of the Komaines)the Dogge 
lept in aftcr,and holdyng bp bis matfter,ſo long as he could, 
did chuſe rather co die with him, then to line without hm. 
Lhe Lion(wherof Appian the Grammartan doth ſpeak) 
is alſo traunge foz bis kindneſſe, and almoſte incredible. A 
ſetuaunt, that had run awaie from bis maiſter,and hid dym 
ſelffo2 feare in a caue, within a greate wodde, toke a thozne 
out of a Lions foote, whiche then came to hym foz ſuctoure, 
as he late there. Now when he bad doen,tbe Lion to requite 
bis good turne,bzought ſoche meate to the caue,as he could 
kill in the wodde. The whiche meate, the ſeruaunt roſipng 
againſt the @unne (beyng in the moſte botte tountrep of all 
Affrica)did cate from time to time. At length pet be ing wca 
rie of ſoch a lothſome lite, he left the caue, and came abzode, 
by meanes wbereof,he was taken again, and bepng a laue 
to bis maiſter(who had power of life and death over dim e 
was condempned to be caſte to the wilde beaftes at Roome, 
there to be devoured of a Lion. The pooze caitife ſtode pitt- 
fully, in the fight of thouſandes, tuct lokyng wh? be ſhould 
be denoured. It happened at theſame time, when this telow 
was thus adiudged to dye: that the ſame Lion was taken, 
wboſe foote be bealed in the woodde. When tbe Lion was 
putte to hym, be came firſte verie terrible towardes this fel- 
lo tde, and immedtatite knowpng what be was, Goode fill, 
and at length fauned gentlie vpon bim. The tellowe = firſt 
cyng 
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bepng amaſed, began to take harte vnto hym after wardes, 
as halfe knowpng hm likewiſe, and thus thet began bothe 
to take acquaintaunte, the one of the other, and placed toge- 
ther a good ſpace, without all daunger, whereapon the peo- 
ple bepng amaſed, moche wondered at the traungencſle of 
this thing. And tandpng thus aſtonied, thei ſent toknow of - 
the lane, what this matter ſhould meane. Unto whom this 
pooze wzetche opened, the whole thyng altogether, euen as 


it happened. When the people heard this, thei not onely r- 


toiſed moche at the ſight thercof, but alſo thei made earneſte 
requeſt to his matifer foʒ his life, His maiſter marueiling as 
moche as any of the,at ſoche an vnwont kindnes: gaue hym 
not onely bis life, but alſo bis fredome. And now to thend he 
might haue ſomwhat wherups to line, the people gaue him 
a ſee fo2 terme of his life, The fellowe by and by, got hym a 
lime and a toler, and cared the Lion bp and doune the titie 
tn ſoche ſozte, as hunteſmen cary a greihound, oz a ſpaniell, 
the people ſtul wonderyng, and ſaiyng, euer as he came by: 
behold a md, that bath cured a ion, behold a Lion that bath 
ſaued a man. The wbicbe example, the moze ſtraunge it is, 
the nroze aſhamed mate thet bee, that are vnnaturall, t maie 
learn kindnes of a bzutc beaſt.

Cicero in his ſecond boke de Oratore, bzingeth in one Lus 
cilius,a pleaſaunte and merie conceipted manne, who ſaieth, 
that he would not haut ſoche thynges as he wꝛole to be redde, 
either of thoſe that wer ercelletly learned, oꝛ ol them that wer 
altogether ignozaunt. Foꝛ, that the one would thin ke moꝛe of 
his doynges, and haue a farther meanyng with hym, then e- 
ner the aucthour ſelfthought:the other takyng the boke in his 
hande, would vnderſtande nothyng at all, beeyng as meete to 
reade auchours, as an Aſſe to plate on the D2gannes, This 
man in thus ſatyng, had ſome reaſon. But J beyng ſomwhat 
acquainted with the woꝛld, haue founde out an other ſoꝛte of 
menne, whom of all others, J would be lothe ſhould reade any 
of my doings: eſpecially ſoche thyngs as either touched Chʒiſt 
oz any good doctrine. And thoſe are ſoche malicious fol ke, that 
loue to finde faults in other mennes matters, and ſeuen peres 
together will kepe theim in ſtoze, to the vtter vndoyng of their 
chꝛiſtiũ bꝛother: not mindyng to read foʒ their better learning 
but ſeekyng to depꝛaue whatſoeuer they finde, and watchyng 
their tyme, will take beſte aduauntage, to vndooe thetr neigh- 
bour.

Twoo peres paſt, at my beyng in Jtalte, J was charged in 
Roome Toune, to my greate daunger and vtter vndoopng(if 
Gods goodneſſe had not been the greater (to haue wzitten this 
boke of Rhetorike, and the Logike alſo, fo: the whiche J was 
compted an heretrke,notwithſtandyng the ablolucion, graun⸗ 
ted to all the realme,by Pope Julie the thirde,fo2 al fozmer of- 
fences b2 pzaciſes,denifed agamſte the holie mother Churche, 
as thei call it. A ſtraunge matter, that thinges doen in Englãd 
ſeuen peres befoze,andthe ſame vninerſallie fozgiuen; ſhould 
afterwardes belated to a mannes charge in Nome. But what 
can not malite doe: ©2 what will not the wilfull denife,to ſa / 
tiſſie their mindes lo: vndoyng ol others God be my * 
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had then as little feare (although death was p:eſciits; anathe 
tozmente at hande,whereofJ felte ſome ſmarte as tuer qa 
in all my life befoze. Foꝛ, when J ſawe thoſe that did ecke my 
death, to bee ſo malitioullie ſette, to make ſocht poo ſhiſtea, 
foz my redier diſpatche, and to burden me with thoſe bark rec⸗ 
kenpnges: IJ toke ſoch courage, and was ſo bold, that the Jud# 
ges then did moch maruaile at my ſtoutneſſe , and thynkyng 
to bzyngdoune my greate harte, tolde me plainlie, that 3 was 
in farther perille, then whereof was aware, + ſought there» 
bpon to take aduauntage of my woo des, and to bzyng mein 
daunger by al meanes polſible. And after long debatyng weth 
me, thei willed me at any hande, to ſubmit my ſelf to the holie 
Father, and the deuoute Collevge of Cardinalles. Foz, other⸗ 
wile there was no remedie. With that beyng fulliepurpoſedz 
not to pelde to any ſubmiſſion , as one that little truſted their 
colourabledeceipte:J was as ware as J could bet not to veter 
any thyng foz myne owuc harme, foz feareJ ſhoulde come in 
their daunger. Foz, then either ſhould J haue died, oʒ els haue 
denied, bothe openlie and ſhamefuilic, the knowen truthe of 
Chatſt and his Goſpell. Jn thende by Gods gracs,J was won⸗ 
derfullie deliuered, thzough plain fozce ofthe woꝛthie Romai⸗ 
nes (an enterpꝛiſe hertofozein that ſozte ntuer attempted) be⸗ 
png then without hope of life, and moche leſſe ot᷑ ubertie. And 
nowthat q am come home, this bookets ſhewed me, and J de. 
ſired to looke vpon it, to amende it,. wohete J thought meete; A» 
mende it ꝙ : aie, let the booke firſt amend it ſelt, andmake 
me amendes. o ſurely J haue no cauſe, to acknowlege it foz 
mp booke, bicauſe haue fo ſmarted fozit. o. tuhere J haut 
beenetuilt handeled, I haue moche a dooe. to hee my ſetfe 
krendelle.

namentes , fopned bothe in one, bia yeres eſpecially beyng 
ſotender,and his pzactiſe of fo (walltpme. Afteriard cout 
ming from the court, as one that was defirons to be emong 
the learned, he late in Cambztge together with bis bzother, 
where they bothe ſo pꝛoũted, andſo gently vſed themſelſes, 
that al Cambzige vidxeuerence, b and his bzother, 
as two tewriles (cent fr6 God, Thelders nature was ſoche, 
that he thought himſeit᷑ beſt, when be wag em6g the wiſeſt, 
and pet contempned none, but thankefully vſed all, gentle 
in bebauoz without childiſhincs, out of Nomacke without 
all pʒide, bolde with all wareneſſe , and frendly with good 
aduiſemente. The ponger beeyng not ſo ripe in yeres, was 
not ſo graue in looke ; rather cherefull , then ſadde ; rather 
quicke,then aunciente:but vet it his bzother were ſet a ſide, 
notone that went beponde bym. A childe, that by his owne 
intimacion, ſo moche pelded to his ruler, as felve by chaſle⸗ 
mente, baue doen the [tke:pleaſaunt of ſpeache, pzompte of 
witte, ftirrpng by nature, bault without hate, kind without 
crafte,l(berall of harte, gentle in behauiour, fo warde in all 
thinges, gredie ol learnyng, and lotbe to take a ſoile, in any 
open aſſembly. Thei bothe in all attemptes, ſought to haue 
the vidozie, and in excerciſe of witte, not onelp the one with 
the other, did ofte ſtande in contencion , but alſo thei bot he 
would matche with the beft, and thought themſelues malle 
happie, when thei might bane any tuft octaſion, to put their 
wittes in triall. And now when thts grene fruice began to 
wareripe,and all menne longed to haue taſte, of yy 
greate 


fozſake vs, and God mate ſtil be glad to haue vs, as no doubt 
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greate fo;wardneſſe:God pꝛeuenting mannes erpecacton, 
tooke theim bothe aboute one houre, and in ſoſhozte tyme, 
that firſt thei were knowen to be dedde, oz any abzode could 
tell thei were ſicke. A ncede not to rehearſe, what bothe thei 
ſpake, befoze their departure (conſideryng,J haue ſeuerally 
wzitten, bothe in Latine and in Cngliſhe, of theſame mat- 
ter) neither will J beape here ſo moche together, as J can, 
bicauſe J ſhould rather renewe great (0zowe to many,then 
doe moſte men any greate good, who loued them ſo well ges 
nerally,that fewe foz a greate ſpace after, ſpake of theſe. yy. 
gentlemen, but thei ſhewed teares, with the onely vtterancg 
of their wooꝛdes, and ſome thzough ouer moche ſo;zowyng, 
wer fain to fozbeare ſpeaking. God graunt vs all ſo to line,

a mannes life, Aſcuredlie, Wedlocke muſt nedes ſeme to be 
a moſte holic thyng,conſideryng,that beyng ones bꝛoken, it 
muſte needes bee purged, with mannes blood, the reuenger 
whereof ; is not fozced to abide, either Lawe, oz Judge, the 
wbiche libertie is not graunted anp, to bſe vppon hym that 
bath killed, etther dis fatber,o2 bis mother.

This the 
Thaacian,thisthe Sarmate;thts the Indian, this the Gre« Al nacions 
clan zebts the Lattne, yea; this the'Byitainthat dwellerh tm *uer elfemed 
thefittheſte parte of all the wo;ldecopifthere bee any that 
dwctl beponde them, daue ruer coumptedto be moſte holie. 
And why ſoz Parte, bicauſe that thyng maſt nedes be com⸗ 
mon to all, whichethe common mother vnfo all, hbatb.graf-. 
ted in vs all, and hath ſo thzonghlte graffed theſame in va, 
that not onely Stockdoues and Pigtons, but alſo the moſte 
wilvs beaſtes, haue a natarall folyng of this thyng.

bereof is —, , aſwell in pꝛiuate troubles, as in common 
miſeries. As in loſe of goodes, in lacke of fredes,in ſicknes, 

Courfoztyng in darth, and in death. In all whiche loſſes, the wiſe vſe ſo to 
twoo wales Comfozt the weake, that thei giue them not iuſte canſe,cuen 
vſed. at the firſt, to refaſe all comfoze. And therefoze,thei vſe twoo 
wales, ol cheriſhing the troubled mindes. The one is, when 

we ſhewe that in ſome caſes, and foz ſome cauſes,either thei 

ſhouldnot lament at all, oz els be ſozie berie little:the other 

is when we graunte,that thei haue ſuſte cauſe to bee ſadde, 

and therefoze we are ſadde alſo, in their behalfe, and would 

remedp 
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remedy the matter,if it could be, and thus enteryng into te- 
lowſhip of ſozowc, we ſeue by a little and little, to mitigate 
their grief.” Foz all extreme deauineſſe, and vehemente ſo⸗ 
rowes, can not abide coumfozt, but rather ſeke a mourner, 
that would take part with them. 

Therefozc,moche warineſſe ought to bee bſed, when we 
happen vpon ſoche ercedpng ſozowkfull; leaſt we rather pur- 
chaſe hatred,then aTwage grief. 

Thoſe harmes ſhould be moderatly bone, Wbiche muſte 
nedes happen to euery one, that haue chaunced to any one. 
As Death, whiche ſpareth none, neither kyng,noz Caiſar, 
neither pooze,noz riche. Therefoze,to be impaciente foz the 
loſſe of our frendes, is to fall out with God, bicauſe he made 
vs menne,andnot Angelles. But the godly(J truſt) will al⸗ 
wales remitte the ozder of thynges , to the will of God, and 
fozce their paſſions, to obeſe neceſſitie. When God lately vis 
ſited this realme, with the Sweatyng diſeaſe , and recetued ;icaſe 
the twoo wozthie gentlement, Henry Duke of Suffolk, and 
his b:zother Lo2de Charles: J ſeyng my Ladies grace, their 
mother takyng theit death moſte greuouſlie, could not o⸗ 
ther wile fog the duetie, which J then did, and euer ſhall owe 
vnto der, butcomfozt ber in that ber heauineſſe, the whiche 
vndoubtedlp at that tyme, moche weakened her bodie. And 
bicauſe it maie ſerne foz an example of comfozt, haue been 
bolde to ſet it fozthe,as it foloweth hereafter,

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to be in moſte daunger. The ſoldiour at that time, and at no 
time ſo moche, is thought moſte truſtie, when he ſheweth at 
a neede his fatthfull bacte, and in tyme of extreme daunger 
deocth vſe, and beſtowe bis mooſte earneſte labour. In the 
wealth of this woꝛzlde, what valtaunt manne can want alli⸗ 
ſtẽce:? What migbtie pzince can miſſe any bhelpe, to compaſſe 
bis deſire? Who lacketh men, that lacketh no money. But 
when God ftriketh the mightie, with his ſtrong bande, and 
diſplaceth theſe, that were bighly placed : what one manne 
doeth ones looke backe, fo the better caſemente of his deare 
bother, and godly comfoztyng bis euen chziſten,in the chiet᷑ 
of all bis ſoo we. All menne commonly, moze retoyce in the 
Sonne riſing,then thei doe in the Sonne ſetting. The hope 
of lucre, and expeitation of pꝛiuate gaine,maketh many orfe 
to beare out a countehaunce of fanoure , whoſe harte is in⸗ 
wardly fretted with dedly rancour, But ſoche frendes, euen 
as p2oſperitie doeth get them, ſo aduerſitte doeth trie them. 
God ts the ſearcher ofeuerp mannes thoughte, vuto whoſe 
iudgement, J referre the aſuraunce of my good will. 

And though Jcan doe little, and thercfoze deſerue as lit⸗ 
tle thanke,as J lokefoz pzaiſe(whiche is none atall)yet wil 
J endeuour earneſtly at all tymes, aſwell foz mine own diſ⸗ 
charge, to declare mp duetie, as at this pzeſent to ſate ſomes 
what,fc2 the better eaſement of your grace,in this pour be⸗ 
utn:fle, The paſſions of the minde, haue diuers effectes,and 
therefoze woozke ftraungely, accozdpng to their pzoperties. 
Foz, like as ioie comfozteth the harte, nouricheth blood, and 
quickeneth the whole bodie: Do heauineſſe and care, binder 
digeſtion, ingender euill humours, waſte the paincipall par- 
tes, and with tyme conſume the whole dodie. Foz the better 
knowlege thereof,and fo2 a liuelp ſight oftheſams, we nede 
not to ſeke farre foz any example, but euen ts come ſtraight 
vnto pour grace, whoſe bodte as J vnderſtand crediblie, and 
partly ſee mp (cif, is ſoze appatred, within ſhozte tyme, pour 
mynde (6 troubled , and pour harte ſo heauie, that you hate 
in a maner all light, you like not the ſight of an thing, that 
might be your coumkfozt, but altogether ftriken in a dumpe, 
vou ſeeke to bee ſolitarie,deteſtyngall tope, and delityng in 
ſozo0we, wiſhe with harte ( if it were Goddes will) to make 
pour laſte ende. In whiche your heauineſle, as I deſire to be 
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a coumfoztour of pour grace, ſo J can not blame pour natu⸗ 
rall ſoʒo we, tf that nowe after declaration at theſame, vou 
would moderate all pour grief hereafter, and call back pour 
penũtenes, to the pzeſcripte o2der of reaſon. 

And firſte , foz the better remeadie of cuery diſeaſe , and 
troubled paſſion , it is beſte to knowe the paincipall cauſe, 
and chief occaſion of theſame. Pour grace had twoo ſonnes 
bow noble, how wittte, how learned, and how Godlie, ma- 
ny thouſandes better knowe it,then any ons is able well to 
tell it. GOD at his pleaſure hath taken theim bothe to bis 
mercie, and placed them with him, whiche were ſurely ouer 
good to tatie here with vs. {het bothe died, as pour grace 
knoweth verie poung, whiche bycourſe bf Nature, and by 
mannes eſtimacion, might haue liued moche longer. They 
bot he were together in one houſe, lodged in twoo ſeueralle 
chambers, and almoſte at one time bothe ſickened, and both 
departed. They died bothe Dukes, bothe well learned, both 
twiſe, andbothe right Godlie. They bothe gane ſtraunge tos 
kens of death. to come. The elder ſitting at ſupper, and ve- 
rie merie, ſated ſodalnlie, to that right hone matrone, and 
Godlie aged gentil woman, that moſte faithrull, and longe 
aſſured ſeruaunte of pours, whoſe life G OD graunte long 
to continue: Dh Lo2ve, where ſhall we ſuppe to mozowe at 
night, whereupon ſhe beyng troubled, and pet ſatyng com- 
foztablie, 1 truſt mp Loꝛd, either here,oz els where at ſome 
of pour frendes houſes: Nate ( he) wee ſhall neuer Suppe 
together againe in this wozlde , bee you well aſared , and 
with that, ſeyng the gentil woman diſcomfozted, tourned it 
vnto mirthe, and paſſed the reſte of his Supper with moche 
love, and theſame night after twelue of the Clocke , beyng 
the fowertene of Julie ſickened, and ſo was taken the nerte 
moznyng , about ſeuen of the clocke , to the mertie of God; 
in the pere of our Lo2ve, a thouſand, fine hundzed, fiftie and 
one. When the eldeſte was gone, the pounger would not 
tarie , but tolde befoze) hautng no knowledge thereof by a⸗ 
ny bodte liupng)of his bzotbers death, to the greate wonde⸗ 
ryng of all that were there,declaryng what it was to loſe ſo 
deare a frende , but coumfoztyng himſelf in that paſſſon, 
ſated : well, my bzother is gone, but it maketh no matter, 
foz J will go ſtraight after him, and ſo did, "7 wg the __ 
E. 9. 
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of halfe an how2e, as your grace can beſte tell, whiche was 
there pꝛeſent. Now A tene we theſe wooꝛdes, to pour graces 
knowiege, that you might the moze ſtedfaſtly, conſider their 
tyme, to bee then appointed of G OD, to tozſake this euill 
wozlde,and to liue with Abꝛabam, Jſaac,and Jacob, in the 
kyngdome ol heauen. But wherefoze did GOD take twoo 

The cauſe ſoche awaie, and at that tyme: Surelp, to tell the pzincipall 
why £O02- canſe, we mate by all iikeneſſe affirme,that thet were taken 
the moote àwaie from vs,foz our wzetched ſinnes,+ moſte vile naugh« 
wozthielt,. tinelle of life, that thereby we beyng warned, might bee as 
ready foz God, as thei now pꝛeſentiy were, and amende our 

lines in tyme, whom God will calle, what tyme we knowe 

not. Then as J can ſee, we baue ſmall cauſe to lamente the 

lacke of them, lohiche are in ſoche bleed fate, but rather to 
amende our owne linyng , to fozthpnke vs of our offences, 

and to wiche of God, to purge our hartes, from all filthines 

and vngodly dealyng,that we male be(as thei now be) bleſ-

When God therefoze,that is lozde,not onely of the tiche

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mholſome pzofite of many, to the baine pleaſure ot a ewe, 
and the yearth made p;iuate, to ſuſfite the luſt of vnſaciable 
coucteouſneTTe, and that thoſe, whiche be his true members, 
can not line fo2 the intollerable oppꝛeſſion, the ſoze enhaun⸗ 
ling, and the moſte wicked graſing of thoſe, thzonghout the 
whole realme , whiche otherwiſe might well line, with the 
onely value and ſomme of their lides,and perely revenues: 
he ſtriketh in his anger the innocentes, and tender ponglin⸗ 
ges, to plague vs with the lacke or theim, whoſe innocencie 
and godlineſſe ot life, might haue been a iuſte example foz vs 
to amende our moſte euill dooynges. In whiche wonderfull 
wooꝛke of GOD, when he receiued theſe twoo moſte noble 
impes, and his childzen eleded, to the euerlaſtyug kingdom, 
I can nat but magniſte bis moſte giozious name, from tyme 
to tyme, that hath ſo gractouſitepzeſerued theſe twoo woz-s 
thie gentlemen, from the daunger of further euill, and moſt 
bile wzetchedneſe, moſte like right ſhoztlie to enſue, excepte 
we all repente, and fozthinks vs ol out fozmer euill liuyng. 
And pet i ſpeake not this, as though 3 kntwe anycrime, to 
be moe in you, then in anp other: But q teil it to the ſhame 
of all thoſe vntaerſally , within this realme, that are giltic 
of ſoche offences, whoſe inward con ſctences, condemne thetr 
own doynges, and their open deedes beare witnefſe againſt 
their eaill nature. oz it is not one houſe, that thall feels the 
fall of theſe twoo Painces, neither hath GDD taken them,

neſtie, and trained in chat pathe of godlines(as J am able to 
be a linely witneſſe, none bath been like,theſe many peres, 
02 at the leaſte, none better bzougbt vp) what thinke you of 
God, did he enule them, oz els did he pꝛouidentlp fo:ſee vnto 
them bothe, when he tooke theim bothe from vs. Aſfuredlp, 
who God loueth beſt, thoſe be taketh ſoneſt, accoꝛding to the 
wiltd. uu. ſaipng of Salomon: The righteous man (meauyng Enoch 
and other the choſen of God) is ſodainly taken awate, to the 
intent that wickednes, ſhould not alter his vnterſtandyng, 
and that hypocriſie ſhould not begile his ſoule. Foz the craf- 
tie bewitching of lies, make good thinges darke,the vnſteds 
faſtnes alſo,and wickcdnes of volupteous defire,turne _

Pericles chiefe 
ruler of Athenes, hearing tell that his two ſonnes, being of 
wonderfull towardnefſc, within foure dates wer bothe ded, 
neuer greatly chaunged countenaunce foz the matter, that 
any one could perteiue, no2 vet fo2bare to go abzode, but ac- 
cozving to bis wõted cuſto me, did his duetie in the counſaill 
bouſe in debating matters of wetghte, concerning the ſlate 
of the common peoples weale. But becauſe your grace is x 
woman, 3 will ſhewe pou an example ofa nokle woman, in 
whom appered wonderful pacience. Coznelia a woztbie la⸗ 
die in Nome, beyng comfozted foz the loſſe of her twoo chil- 
den; Tiberius, and Caius Gracchus, both valiaunt ientle⸗ 
men, although bothe not the moſte honeſt men, whiche died 
not in thetr beddes, bat violentlie were lain in Clu(ll bat- 
taill.theix bodies lipng naked 4 vnburted, when one emon⸗ 
geſt other ſated, Oh vnhappie womũ, that euer thou ſhoul- 
delt ſe this date. Nate q the, J will neuer thinke my ſelfe o⸗ 
ther wiſe,then moſte happy, that cuer 3 bzought furth theſe 
too Gtacchions. It this noble ladie, coulde 8 
| appie, 
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hantzie, mother to theſe two valiaunt ientlemen, and 
pet both rebelles, t therefoze iuſtly ſlain: Howe muche moze 
mate youre grace,thinke poure ſelt moſte bappie, that euer 
vou bzought furthe twoo ſuche Bzandons,not onely by na« 
tarall birth, but alſo by moſte godly education, in ſuch ſo;te 
that the lyke. u. haue not been fo2 their towardnes vntuer- 
ſallie. Whoſe deathe the generall voice of all men declares 
bowe muche it was lamented. So that whereas pou might 
euer haue feared ſome daungerouſe ende, pou are nolve aſ⸗ 
ſured that thei bathe made a mote godlie ende, the whichs 
thyng is the full perfection of a Chziſtian life, J reade of one 
Bibulus that hearpng of bis two childzen to die both in one Bibulug, 
daſe,lamented the lacke ofthem bot he faz that one daie, and 
mourned no moze. And what coulde a man doe leſſe than fo 
two childzen to lament but one dale, and pet in my minde be 
lamented enough and even (@ muche as was reaſon fog bim 
to do, whoſe doynges it all Chziſttans woulde folowe,ſn my 
judgement they ſhoulde not onclte fulfill natures rule, but — a 
alſo pleaſe God higblp. Hozatius Puluillus beepng bighe , 
Pꝛieſte at Rome when hee was occupied about the dedicas 
tyng of a Temple to their greate God Juppiter in the Cas 
pitolp, holdyng a poſt in his bande, and harde as he was vt- 
terpng the (olempne wo2des, that his ſonne was dead, euen 
at theſame pꝛeſent:he did neither plucke his hande from the 
poſt leſt be ſhoulde trouble ſuche a ſolempnitie , neither pet 
turned his countenaunce from that publique religion to bis 
pʒiuate ſoʒo we, leaſt he ſhould ſeeme rather to doe the office 
ofafather, then the dutte of an bighe miniſter. Paulus C/ Inu S 
milius after his moſte noble victozie had of. Kynge Perſe, jus, 
deſiredof God, that if after ſuche a triumphs there were a- 
ny barmelike to happen to the Romaines, the ſame migbte 
fall vpon his owne houſe Wher vpon when Odd bad taken 
bis twoo childzen from bym immediatlie after, be thancked 
God foz graũting him bis bound, Foz in ſo doing be was & 
meane that the people rather lamented Paulus Emilius 
lack, th that Paulus 03 any be walled ante miſfoztune that Quintus 4 
the Komaines bad, Cramples bee innumerable of thoſe Martius. 8 
whiche bied like moderation in ſubdupng theire aff: atons, Juu Ces 
as Zenophon,Quintus Martius, Julius Ceſar, Tiberius T\cIuaCce 
Celar, E mperoars bothe of Rome.

their teeth. Some ſpeakes in their teeth altogether . Some 
lettes their wooꝛdes fall in their lippes, ſcant opening them 
when they ſpeake. There are a thouſande ſoche faultes e- 
mong menne, bot he fo2 their ſpeache, and alſo foz their ge⸗ 
ure, the woiche if in their young peres, thep bee not reme 
died, they will hardlie bee fozgotte, when they come to man 
nes (tate, But the rather that theſe faultes mate bee redꝛeſ⸗ 
ſed: z haue partly declared heretofoze, the right vſe of vtte⸗ 
raunce, and now q minde by Gods help, to ſht we the rights 
ble of geſtute.
